‘ENQUIRY RESUMED, : ” 
CONFLICTING EVIDENCE. 

The enquiry was resumed yesterday 
afternoon into the’ circumstances | sur- 
rounding the murder of Capt. Willox, late’ 
master of the ss. Tat Lee, who was. shot 
by pirates, on board his vessel on 
January 2ist. ,
